It is devoted to the exhibi ion and classification of plants 
with various commercial uses, either as food, medicine, 
clothing, or in manufactures. Plants are sent here from 
all over the world, classified and valued, and stored 
together wi h a collection of statues and portraits of 
famous botanists. The pond in front of this building is 
the home of many water-fowl. 
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
